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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-4, none of the references of record discloses or suggests, alone or in 
combination, "a computer preparing a program for die machining so that approach 
points are different from each other in different machining processes. Regarding claims 
5-8 and 15, none of the references of record discloses or suggests, alone or in 
combination, an apparatus for preparing a program for die machining, "said program 
preparing means prepares the program so that approach points, which are machining 
start points on the machining path, are different from each other in different machining 
processes". Regarding claims 9 and 10, none of the references of record discloses or 
suggests, alone or in combination, a computer readable storage medium storing a 
program for allowing a computer to prepare a program for die machining used in wire 
cut electric discharge machining, said computer prepares a program for die machining 
so that approach points are different from each other in different machining processes. 
Regarding claims 11-14, none of the references of record discloses or suggests, alone 
or in combination, A method for carrying out die machining by wire-cut electric 
discharge machining, said method comprises: "repeating a plurality of machining 
processes along a predetermined closed machining path, so that approach points are 
different from each other in different machining processes". .
